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WHY WORRY? 


German statesmen of all parties are said to lie 
drifting into a state of apathy in regard to thc 
economic situation. That is hardly surprising 
They did not tackle the tremendous problem that 
ronfronted them in the only way it could be at 
tacked with success. Instead, they resorted to 
diluting the maney of the country in a wild ai- 
tempt ‘to build prosperity on a quagmire, Natur- 
ally they have failed, and every day the printing 
press grinds out some hundreds of thousands of 
millions of paper marks which will have to be 
redeemed in gold or repudiated at the cost of cx 
tinguishing all that remains of the national credit 
at home and abroad. Promissory notes sink in 
value as they increase in number and amount 
And the less they come worth the more of them 
have ta be issued to keep the concern going. It 
may ‘be that Germany could not have paid the 
reparations bill demanded from it in whole. It is 
as certain as anything can be that it can never 
nay that bill and also redeem the uncountable 
notes that the Government has printed and pnt 
ato circulation. That the authors of the disastar 
should grow indifferent is not strange. There is 
now little use in caring what happens or when. 


ALBERTA SHOWS AN INCREASE. 

According to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
Canada is likely to find when the threshing is 
done with that the wheat crop totals up to 352 
million bushels, with 357 millions credited to the 
three prairie provinces. It will surprise some read- 
ers to note that last year’s yield in these provinces 
amounted to 874 millions, and that the present 
supposed record-making crop is likely to fall short 
of that figure by 17 million bushels, Estimates of 
rourse are only estimates, and the final figures 
may substantiate the very general impression that 
this is the banner year of the western wheat grow- 
ers. Both Manitoba and Saskatehewan are claimed 
to have less wheat in prospect than they produced 


last year, but Alberta, whose aggregate last year | 


was 65 million bushels, is expected to thresh out 
101 millions this fall. That, by the way, will he 
sbout two and a half times the amount grown in 
Manitoba, and upwards of half the amount Sas 
katechewan has in prospect. Alberta is not the big- 
gest wheat producing province by a long way, and 
probably never will be, but there are no rivals in 


sight for second place, and its increase this year is 


phenomenal, though more due to the weather than 
to inereased acreage. As further indicating how 
favorable the season has been, the condition of the 
wheat at the end of July, worked out upon a per 


centage basis by the department officials is show» |
